Only those resolutions that have 
been duly processed by local or provincial 
associations or national committees will be 
accepted as national resolutions. 


Resolutions must be submitted to local or 
provincial associations well in advance of 
the annual meetings of the local or provin- 
cial. Specific dates of these meetings will be 
appearing in Canadian Consumer.
